55. Dispersal of gangs and bodies of persons. — Whenever it shall appear to the 
District Magistrate , that the movement or encampment of any gang or body of 
persons in the area in his charge is causing or is calculated to cause danger or 
alarm or reasonable suspicion that unlawful designs are entertained by such gang 
or body or members thereof, such officer may , by notification addressed to the 
persons appearing to be the leaders or chief men of such gang or body and publi 
shed by beat of drum or otherwise as such ofcer thinks Alt, direct the members 
of such gang or body so to conduct themselves as shall seem necessary in order 
to prevent violence and alarm , or disperse and each of them to remove himself 
outside the area within the local limits of his jurisdiction within such time as 
such officer shall prescribe, and not to enter the area or return to the place from 
which each of them was directed to remove himsell.

57. Removal of persons convicted of certain offences. - If a person has been 
convicted 
( a ) of an offence under Chapter XII, XVI or XVII of the Indian Penal Code 

(XLV of 1860 ) , or 
(b ) twice, of an offence under the Suppression of Immoral Traffic in Women 

and Girls Act , 1956 ( 104 of 1958 ) , or 
( c ) thrice within a period of three years, of an offence under the Abkart 

Act of 1956 of the Nagar Haveli Liberated Areas or any cther corres 
ponding law for the timo being in force in the Union territory of 

Dadra and Nagar Haveli, 
the District Magistrate , if he has reason to believe that such person is likely 
again to engage himself in the Commission of an offence similar to that for which 
he has convicted , may direct such person to remove himself outside the area within 
the local limits of his jurisdiction by such route and within such time as the said 
officer may prescribe and not to enter or return to the area from which he was 
directed to remove himself. 
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Explanation . — For the purpose of this section " an offence similar to that for 
which a person was convicted " shall mean 
(1 ) in the case of a person convicted of an offence mentioned in clause ( a ) , 

an offence under any of the Chapters of the Indian Penal Code 
(XL ) of 1860 ) mentioned in that clause , and 


( li ) in the case of a person convicted of an offence mentioned in clauses 

( b ) and ( c ), an offence falling under the provisions of the Acts 
mentioned respectively in the said clauses. 


58. Period of operation of orders under sections 55 , 56 and 57 , - - A direction 
made under section 55 , 56 or 57 not to enter any particular area shall be for such 
period as may be specified therein and shall in no case exceed a period of two 
years from the date on which it was made. 


59 . Hearing to be given before order under section 55 , 56 or 57 28 pussed . - - ( 1 ) 
Before an order under section 55 , 56 or 57 is passed against any person the officer 
acting under any of the said sections or any officer above the rank of an Inspector 
authorised by that officer shull inform the person in writing of the general nature 
of the material allegations against him and give him a reasonable opportunity of 
tendering an explanation regarding them . If such person makes an application 
for the examination of any witness produced by him , the authority or officer 
concerned shall grant such application and examine such witness , unless for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, the authority or officer is of opinion that such 
application is made for the purpose of vexation or delay. Any written state 
ment put in by such person shall be filed with the record of the case . Such person 
shall be entitled to appear before the officer proceeding under this section by an 
advocate or attorney for the purpose of tendering his explanation and examining

( 2 ) The authority or officer proceeding under sub - section ( 1 ) may , for the 
purpose of securing the attendance of any person against whom an order is pro 
posed to be made under section 55 , 56 or 57 , require such person lo appear before 
him and to pass a security bond with or without sureties for such attendance 
during the inquiry . If the person fails to pass the surety bond as required or 
fails to appear before the officer or authority during the inquiry , it shall be lawful 
to the officer or authority to proceed with the inquiry and thereupon such order as 
was proposed to be passed against him may be passed . 


60. Appeal. -- ( 1 ) Any person aggrieved by the order made under section 55 , 
56 or 57 may appeal to the Administrator within thirty days from the date of

( 2 ) An appcal under this section shall be prefer : ed in duplicate in the form 
of a memorandum , setting forth concisely the grounds of objection to the order 
appealed against, and shall be accompanied by that order or a certified copy 
thereof. 

( 3 ) On receipt of such appeal, the Administrator may , after giving a reason 
able opportunity to the appellant to be heard either personally or by a pleader , 
advocate or attorney and after such further inquiry , if any, as he may decm 
necessary, confirm , vary or cancel or set aside the order appealed against, and 
make his order accordingly : 


Provided that the orde appealed against shall remain in force pending the 
disposal of the appeal, unless the administrator otherwise directs .

61. Finality of order passed by the Administrator in certain cases . - Any order 
passed under section 55 , 56 or 57 or by the Administrator under section 60 shall 
not be called in question in any Court except on the ground that the authority 
making the order or any officer authorised by him had not followed the pro 
cedure laid down in sub - section ( 1 ) of section 59 or that there was no material 
before the authority concerned upon which it could have based its order or on 
the ground that the said authority was not or opinion that witnesses were un 
willing to come forward to give evidence in public against the person in respect 
of whom an order was made under section 56 . 
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62. Procedure on failure of person to leave the area and his entry therein after 
removal. - ( 1 ) If a person to whom a direction has been issued under section 55 , 
56 or 57 to remove himself from an area
